Under Mutual Aid 


Canada Retains 
Post-War Rights 
All Equinment

Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 
OTTAWA, Feb. 28.—Canada 

will retain post-war rights to all 
materials and equipment pro- 
vided by this country to its 

Allies under the mutual aid 
scheme, The Bulletin was in- 
formed today. At the same time, 
it is recognized that vast quanti- 
ties of equipment forwarded to 
Allied governments will be of 
little use after the war. Such 
items as trucks and artillery will 
likely have little more than scrap 
value after being used on the 
fighting fronts. 

Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of 
munitions and supply, is expect- 
ed to clarify Canadian policy in 
this connection when he speaks 
later in the present session on the 
bill to renew the mutual aid 
scheme for another year. The bil- 
lion-dollar appropriation for 1933- 
44. is expected to be reduced to 
$600,000,000 for 1944-45.

miles northeast of Kherson and 83 
miles northeast of Nikolaev.

In Quick Drop 
Over Week-End 


The lamb-like mildness of one 
of the warmest winters in Edmon- 
ton's history felt the rend of the 
March lion's talons in advance 
over the week-end when central 
Alberta temperatures plummeted 
30 degrees, to the accompaniment 
of biting gales of approximateiy 
25 miles an hour velocity with 
snow flurries. 

Drop in temperature in Edmon- 
ton from Sunday's high to the 
overnight low was 33 degrees to 
reach 6 below zero. Winds were fre- 
quently gusty up to 30 miles an 
hour and snowflurries brought a} 
total precipitation of .05 of an inch) 
of snow. 

This was the second cold wave 
for Edmontonians during the month 
of February, On Feb. 10 the tem- 
perature sank to 26 below which 
was the coldest reading of the 
winter, Present temperature is ex- 
pected to go much lower, according | 
to weather officials but whether it 
will exceed previous cold spell is 
not predicted. 

Although the snowfall so far is 
light, street-car sweepers were busy 
Monday morning as the fine light 
snow drifted into car tracks swept 
along on a cold wind, The snow 
flurries and winds which began 
Sunday evening are continuing and 
temperatures are expected to drop 
slowly throughout the diy, The 
maximum temperature Sunday was 
28 degrees and the overnight low 
was six below zero, Temperature 
at 8:30 a.m. Monday was still six 
below. The forecast is “overcast 
with snow flurries becoming cloudy 
with slowly falling temperatures 
and decreasing winds.” 

During the morning the tempera- 
ture sank to 7 below zero, according 
to weather officials. At 2 p.m. it 
had risen again to 5 below, but the

NEW DELHI, Feb, : 28. 
British and Indian troops, 
with strong air support, have 
“decisively broken and flung 
back” a major offensive by 
the Japanese seeking to 
smash through the Arakan 
front of western Burma and 
sweep into India, it was ane 
nounced today. 

In what was hailed officially as 
the first major victory ever score 
ed over the Japanese by British 
forces, troops from the United 
Kingdom joined with Punjabis, 
Gurkhas, Madraissis, Mahrattas 
and Bengalis to kill more than 
1,000 of the enemy—at least three 
times as many as they lost—and 
wounded at least 2,000 more.

Allied control of the North Atlan- 
tic was underlined by the fact that 
the convoy escort did not find it 
necessary to drop a single depth 
charge during the 3,000-mile voy- 
age, 

The number of American 
troops brought here by a constant 
flow of convoys of various sizes 
during the past six months set 
an all-time record. British ports 
have been clogged with soldiers 
and ships. 

Though the total naturally is a 
military secret, it can be said that 
the number of American troops, 
airmen and sailors in the British 
Isles now runs into the hundreds of 
thousands.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(AP) 
—The United States has con- 
tributed 7,800 planes, 4,700 tanks 
and tank-destroyers and 177,000 
tons of explosives to the Red 
Army’s drive against Hitler, the 
Foreign Economic Administration 
announced yesterday. 

Shipments valued at $4,243,804,000 
were sent to Russia from the start 
of the Soviet aid program in Oc- 
tober, 1941, to the end of last year, 
Administrator Leo T, Crowley re- 
ported. 


PEAK IN DECEMBER 

The flow of lend-lease hit its 
peak in December, 1943, bringing 
the tonnage for that year to a figure 
almost double that of 1942—5,400,- 
000 tons against 2,800,000 tons. 

Only one out of every 100 Russia- 
bound lend-lease ships was sunk in 
1943, compared with 12 out of each 
100 in 1942, Crowley said, and sev- 
eral hundred more ships were dis- 
patched. 

Upward of 3,000 of the planes 
turned over to Russia were fer- 
ried all the way by air, Crowley 
said. 

An 8,400,000-ton total of arms and 
suplies dispatched to Russia ally in 
the 27-month period included these 
additional items:

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Quebec Gives A Lead 


A half dozen of those held responsible 
for the Montreal tramway strike were 
promptly arrested. They were accused of 
violating the new act of the legislature 
which forbids civil servants and employees 
of a utility service going on strike. Pre- 
mier Godbout evidently means business in 
taking the stand that the people of a com- 
munity should be protected against such 
interruptions of the services upon which 
they have to depend for ordinary living 
conditions. 

This legislation breaks new ground, and 
should be studied by the governments and 
legislators of the other provinces. Quebec 
in this instance has set a precedent in pro- 
gressive action that cannet be ignored. 
There should be no such thing as a strike 
on the part of public employees, nor on the 
part of those who operate such vital util- 
ities as tramways, waterworks systems, 
electric lighting plants. The possible con- 
Sequences are too serious for such tie-ups 
to be permitted. 

To make this prohibition reasonable and 
workable, there must of course be no tol- 
eration of conditions which cause respon- 
sible employees to go on strike. Those who 
serve the public in these ways should get 
fully as good treatment as those employed 
in other occupations, rather better treat- 
ment than worse. And there must be full 
provision, with compulsory features, for 
the prompt hearing and settlement of all 
causes of dispute and all claims for better- 
ment. ' 


Even Slaves Can Protest 


Whether or not, as reported, Hitler 
has told the Pope that the Nazis intend to 
make Rome a battle ground, they are act- 
ing as though that were the plan, And their 
record implies that if they fail to do so it 
will only be because the place would not 
be worth the cost of trying to hold it, For 
the religious institutions and cultural 
monuments which would be endangered 
and probably destroyed in the fighting, the 
new barbarians have no more regard than 
the Vandals who sacked the city 1500 
years ago. 

The Allies have made clear that Rome 
will be by-passed by their forces if the 
Nazis evacuate the city. The responsibility 
thus rests with the German commander in 
Italy, and back of him with Adolf Schickel- 
gruber, as to whether the ancient ruins, 
and perhaps even Vatican City, are to be 
pounded into debris in the course of street- 
by-street fighting. 

German Catholics and German scholars 
of all.sects cannot surely be indifferent to 
the fate that seems to be marked out for 
Rome by the Fuehrer. They may not be 
able to compel him to spare its shrines and 
monuments, but they should find some 
way to register their protest against the 
needless desecration and to dissociate 
themselves from the crime. Slaves though 
they are, they owe that much to the faith 
they hold and the claims of culture. 


Reactions from Truk 


For once the Tokyo announcer told the 
truth—or most of it—in describing what 
happened at Truk. He did not minimize 
the loss of ships, though he did cut down 
the number of planes destroyed, and had 
not much to say about the damage done 
to the base installations. 

This unusual candor suggests that 
Premier Tojo felt it necessary to state 
reasons why he had cashiered the com- 
manders-in-chief of the army and navy. 
Both the dismissed officers stood high in 
the esteem of the military caste, and a 
Japanese premier who wants to remain 
premier, or to even stay alive, has to be 
careful about stirring the wrath of the 
all-powerful clique: 

“Down with Tojo” handbills are said to 
be circulating in Tokyo and other large 
Japanese centres, Possibly they are being 
distributed by the democratic element. 
They may express growing war weariness 


and apprehension among the suppressed - 


masses, But quite as likely they are being 
broadcast by friends of the dismissed of- 
ficers who are hungering for revenge. Or 
that they signify a plot to oust Tojo be- 
cause he is not winning the war and re- 
place him by someone who has not been 
involved in the reverses that have come to 
the expansion policy of the war lords. 
Tojo, like Hitler, is the tool of a caste. 
Whai happens to him is a minor matter, 
The vital thing is that the age-old war 
tradition be broken and the caste wiped 


out. 
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The Realities 


Post-war planning is, next to the main- 
tenance of our war effort, the subject of 
most public importance in Canada at pres- 
ent, and it is appropriate as well as hope- 
ful that it is getting keen official and pub- 
lic attention. If some of the “planning” 
looks more like the building of dream 
castles, that is perhaps inevitable and is 
something which the native sense of our 
people will correct in due course, 

Canadians are not visionaries, They do 
not expect that manna will fall from the 
skies when the war clouds roll away. They 
do expect, and intend, that known defects 
in our economic system will be ironed out, 
that the distribution of wealth will be 
made on a fairer basis than in the past, 
that the average standard of living will be 
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higher than in pre-war times, that oppor- 
tunity shall be broader and life more 
secure, But they are not, in the mass, 
looking for miracles, and have a healthy 
suspicion of experimental prescriptions for 
an economic milleneum. 

War, with all deference to what seem 
to be contrary opinions, is not a potlach nor 
a grabfest but a calamity, in the economic 
sense as in all others. It is not a heaven- 
sent dispensation of good, but a devil- 
invented disaster, the evils of which do not 
end but only start to end when peace is 
restored. Destruction is not the road to 
enrichment. The world will be poorer, not 
wealthier, when this frightful waste of 
materials and productive manpower has 
been stopped. 

By whatever name the process may be 
called the post-war era will have to be an 
era of reconstruction, in the shaping of 
public policies and the ordering of social 
conditions, but also in the material occu- 
pation of rebuilding devastated countries 
and cities, and in the payment of war debts, 
This is the reality that has to be met, and 
the end to which post-war planning will 
have to be directed, 


Stockholm reports that Field Marshal 
von Keuchler has been dismissed and Col- 
onel General Walter Model appointed 
commander of the German army in north- 
ern Russia, He will be a model general if 
he can get the army out of the trap. 


Norwegian representatives in London 
say the Nazis are already scuttling out of 
northern Norway, foreseeing the surren- 
der of Finland. The report may be prema- 
ture, but if so it is prophetic. If Finland 
drops out, Hitler will have to recall his 
forces from Norway or leave them maroon- 
ed and fated for liquidation after the Russ- 
ian pattern. Unless of course they take 
matters in hand, get out of their own ac- 
cord or follow Finland's example.

Paramushiro and Shumushu, in Japan’s 
northern Kurile islands, were lightly at- 
tacked by a reconnaissance force of Allied 
bombers, which may have been scouting 
in advance of a task force attack like that 
made on Truk. The southerly route is not 
the only road to Japan. The northerly line 
of approach is feasible to long range land- 
based planes operating from the Aleutians. 
Perhaps it will become one prong of a 
pincers operation when the time comes to 
strike Tokyo.

The national prestige of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appeared to suffer 
this week when he was subjected 
to severe political setbacks in the 

American Senate, 


His financial policies were re- 
pudiated by the leader of the 
Democratic party in that chamber 
and this revolt 
appeared ‘to be 
endorsed by 
many of the 
Democratic sen- 
ators. 

Now this cir- 


cumstance, I 
think, is some- 
thing of a trag- 
edy for the whole 
civilized world, 
No one will 
quarrel, of 
course, with the Harold tL. Welr 
insurgent senators who have every 
right to exercise their own political 
judgment. But it does seem unfor- 
tunate that the American govern- 
mental system makes it necessary 
for the president to give and take 
those intimate political blows 
which tend to reduce his stature 
as a great inspirational figure. 

In brief, it is an unhappy fact 
that Roosevelt the legend has to 
suffer from the political vicissi- 
tudes of Roosevelt the man. 

It is particularly unhappy when 
we realize that the world has so 
many men and so lamentably few 
legends. 


Hero Worship 


I think Thomas Carlyle made it 
abundantly clear, and experience 
supports his contention, that hu- 
manity’s strength lies in its heroes, 
We all draw force and a capacity 
for endurance from {(h® inspitation 
of those great aloof figures that 
tower over mankind. 

But a legend, or a world hero, 
is compounded only partly of fact 
and largely of imagination, The 
crowd should never get too close 
to the hero or he loses his value. 
After all, he is 4 dramatic spec- 
tace. And dramatic spectacles 
lose their verity when one observes 
them from the wings. 

li is impossible to discount the 
humaniiy of heroes or legends be- 
cause their heroism is built on 
their splendid humanity. ‘They 
must be great men before they 
are great legends, But it is that 
extra bit, the nimbus of illusion, 
that gives them their value in 
world crises. They are made up of 
a nucleus, which is what they 
actually are, plus an aura of tre- 
mendous public faith in them, 
which is what the public thinks 
they are. 

The British system of govern- 
ment which in times of great na- 
tional stress, permits the prime 
minister to stand aloof from the 


turmoil of domestic politics, has | 


enabled Mr. Churchill to maintain 
his legendary qualities. 


Legend 

And great as ‘is Churchill the 
man, Churchill the legend is infi- 
nitely greater, The legendary 
Churchill is one of the greatest 
present assets of civilization. 

The legendary Roosevelt is 
similarly powerful. That suave re- 
sourceful figure of determination 
and good faith and tremendous 
convictions is one of the spiritual 
fortresses of a distressed and tor- 
mented world. 

The common people have been 
able to look at Churchill and 
Roosevelt with an Intense faith. 
They regard them as symbols of the 
genius of the English-speaking na- 
tions, They regard them as the 
epitome and the crystalization of 
what each Canadian or Britisher or 
American would like to be. They 
are the personalized sublimation 
of the national hope. 

Now this is neither frivolous nor 
fanciful, It is fact, and, meta- 
physically speaking, a legend is 
more real than reality, For the 
difference between a legend and a 
man is that a legend is what a man 
will be when he comes to be his 
best. 

I am not criticising the very 
great and successful American 
system of government, But | do 
say it is a very great pity that the 
exigencies of domestic politics 
should tend to tear down Roosevelt 
the legend and leave only Roose- 
velt the man, 


Edinburgh 
I had a letter this week from a 
young friend in the Canadian 


Army in England and he tells me 
that upon occasion London is out 
of bounds to the troops. In conse- 
quence, meny of our young fel- 
lows are spending their more ex- 
tended leaves in Edinburgh. 

I can imagine no lovelier city in 
which to “knit up the ravelled 
sleeve of care.” Indeed, this young 
man’s account of his trips to Edin- 
burgh left me with a feeling of 
nostalgia, For the magic of Edin- 
burgh is that peculiar kind of 
magic that permits everyone who 
goes into that charmed city to feel 
that he is going home. 

There is only one way to ap- 
proach Edinburgh, of course, and 
IT am afraid my young friend did 
not take it. I mean that one should 
cross lower Scotland from west to 
east and absorb its flavor slowly 
before coming to the consumation 
in the city of the castle. 

Reminiscences are always te- 
dious, but somehow I can't resist 
casting my mind back to my own 
first visit to Scotland, to that en- 
chanted morning when I woke up 
in the Firth of Clyde and the sun 
was drenching the hills with prim- 
rose yellow and the small gulls 
were raising a terrific Uproar over 
the sparkling water and a brisk 
breeze, like wine, was blowing out 
from where Ben Lomond brooded, 
like a great blue pium, over the 
landscape,

going ashore at Greenock and of 
my encounter with a Scottish 
customs officer who possessed the 
largest Adam's apple I have ever 
seen and who manifested an inex- 
plicable concern over the possibil-

I will not dwell on the train 
ride to Glasgow and my explora- 
tions of that fascinating city where 
the first person I addressed, a wait- 
ress in a coffee house, turned out 
lto be a Canadian girl who pa- 
|tiently gave me a much-needed 
lesson in the intricacies of British 
currency, 

But I will tell of one peculiar 
accident that occurred to me in 
|Glasgow because it illustrates how 
generously Providence does watch 
over innocents abroad. 


On the third day of my stay in 
Glasgow I decided to pick up and 
go to Gleneagles. So about noon 
I sauntered over to the Buchanan 
Street station which at the mo- 
ment, appeared to be singularly 
deserted. I knew that a very fast 
train ran to Gleneagles some time 
during the afternoon, so I pursued 
my enquiries among the trainmen 
who were fiddling around in num- 
erous tinpot engines along the 
tracks. One congenial soul offered 
the information that he was taking 
out a train to Gleneagles in ten 
minutes, I decided to take it. 


Only Passenger 


Telephoning the hotel to send 
my luggage along by a later train, 
I got aboard and discovered, after 
we were well away, that not only 
was this particular train the very 
slowest train in the world, but that 
I was the only passenger aboard. 

It turned out to be the most de- 
lightful trip I had ever taken be- 
cause I made my own time-table. 
We stopped first at some miracu- 
lous little village, whose name I 
have forgotten, but which I was 
immediately anxious to explore. I 
asked the guard how long we 
stayed there and he replied “As 
long as you like.” 

And he meant it literally. When 
I came back to my carriage, in about 
45 minutes there was the train 
and, as soon as I was aboard, the 
grinning station master tooted his 
whistle and off we went. 

This was repeated more than 
once, until, under the spell of that 
amazing country, I decided it 
would be foolish, if not impossible, 
to reach Gleneagles that night. So 
I bade goodbye to my private train 
at Sterling and gave myself up to 
unrestrained exploration. 

Weil, I actually got into Glean- 
eagies a week later, very dirty, 
very dishevelled and very happy. 
For the man who could dash 
through without soaking his soul 
in the delights of that countryside 
must have precious little soul to 
| Soak, 


Enthralling 


I could speak for hours, I think 
—but I won't—about the abso- 
lutely enthralling towns and 
streams and bridges and castles 
and cottages of the Border and the 
Lowlands. 

I could tell a tale of seeing a 
ghost at dusk in Sterling Castle. 
I could tell a tale of wandering on 
the slopes of Bannockburn in a 
field made heavenly azure by blue- 
bells and watching a young boy, 
whose ancestors’ blood had drench- 
ed that field, scampering off into 
the setting sun with a milk-pall 
banging against his bare legs. 

‘Tl should like to tell of the bare. 
foot women sowing in the fields, 
scaitering sced from their ample: 
aprons, I should like to tell of 
Gleneagles with its magnificent 
golf courses, like green velvet, and 
the rooks calling to one another 
across the fields at sunset, of the 
Roman encampment there and the 
gorce-covered hills that shine 
iridescently in the morning sua- 
light with the softest and loveliest 
pastels in the world. 

But all this fails to get us to 
Edinburgh and, to cut a long story 
short, I did get there, eventually, 
and stood one evening in a magic 
casement in the Caledonian hotel 
and watched the _ floodlights 
switched on to bathe, in an un- 
earthly .glow, the sheer walls, the 
battlements and the keep of Edin- 
burgh Castle, 


Graveyard 


That was a rare moment. And I 
stood there until three in the morn- 
ing drinking it in as though I could 
not get enough. Between me and 
the Castle was an ancient grave- 
yard where De Quincey is buried 
and which is encircled with a high, 
thick wall upon which sentries 
used to pace, not so many years 
ago, because Edinburgh's medical 
students had the playful habit of 
rifling graves for dissection speci- 
mens, 

For those who don't know, let 
me say that Edinburgh Castle rises, 
on a vast living rock, from the very 
heart of the city, Around it used 
to flow a moat, But the moat is 
dried up and has been converted 
into splendid gardens, 

This rock of Edinburgh Castle 
dominates, not only the city, but 
the entire district. There has al- 
ways been a castle there. And 
the legends go back for almost six 
thousand years. 

The oldest constructed building 
on the keep, at present, is Marg- 
aret’s Chapel where Queen Mar- 
garet, wife of David the First of 
Scotland, died at prayer. David 
lreigned in the year 1200 and some- 
thing. 

There are much older rooms, of 
} course, hewn out of the living rock 
and the actual age of these may 
}go back to several thousand years 
| before the birth of our Lord. 

The Jewel Tower is fascinating, 
containing as it does the Scottish 
Crown Jewels which are less pre- 
tentious but actually more beauti- 
ful than the English, with their 
delicately set emeralds and dia- 
monds and yellow gold, 


Skeleton 


They show you the room, in 
Mary's Tower, where the unhappy 
Mary Stuart gave birth to James 
who was afterward King of Eng- 
land, But Mary's Tower has an- 
other and more*sombre attraction, 
Some fifty years ago, workmen 
who were repairing the stonework 
on that tower discovered, by sound- 
ing, that the keystone over the en- 
trance arch appeared to be hollow 
By authority of the military goy- 
ernor, the stone was dug out and 
opened.

How to Dress Up Your Home

This is the season when many a 
homemaker casts a disapproving 
eye at limp window hangings or 
worn upholstery, and decides that 
home should never be like this, To 
help to do over a tired room, the 
decorators and designers offer not 
only hints and suggestions as to 
spring color schemes but an inter- 
esting display of unusual fabrics 
with which to do it. 

If these bright, new materials do 
not furnish you with ideas, the 
groupings of color themes shown 
in an Edmonton store will help in 
achieving the professional touch, 
An heirloom plate for instance, or 
a prized painting, or a rare rug 
have been used to show how room 
colors are blended with drapery 
goods and furniture covers against 
the right walls, 

Highlighting the display of dar- 
ing floral prints for custom-made 
slip covers and window draperies, 
are some of finely textured mater- 
jals. Each of these big and bold 
print patterns is co-ordinated with 


‘one or more matched plain-colored 


fabric to harmonize in a room. 

Wide, horizontal stripes of tur- 
quoise and white make one of the 
most unusual of the block prints. In 
this pattern, modern figures in tur- 
quoise appear on the white strip- 
ing. Against a coral toned back- 
ground, flowers and birds are block 
printed in white, and in another of 
the print fabrics, huge cyclamen 
toned valley lillies are splashed on 
an ivory ground. 

If you are wondering how to 
brighten your home for a moderate 


cost, look at the new cotton weaves. 
Some are like heavy hopsacking, 
and some have a linen look to 
them. They are gaily patterned 
in everything from jungle blooms 
to old-fashioned climbing roses. 

For those bright cotton drapery 
touches such as occasional pillows 
and lamp shades, you should ex- 
tend your visit to include the dress 
goods sections. There the quaint 
gingham plaids, and printed calicos 
will set your fingers itching to get 
busy with a needle. 


Skimpy Curtains 

Gone are the days when the eas- 
fest recipe for most decorating 
problems was bountiful yards of 
beautiful fabrics for the windows. 
It used to be that the worst room 
headaches could be usually cured 
by full, ample, lavish swoops of 
curtains. 

Now the trick is how to make 
curtains that don’t look skimpy, and 
how to make new curtains out of 
old ones, 

Whatever your temptations, don't 
make skimpy curtains. If you 
haven't enough material for full 
curtains, make sash curtains, If you 
haven't enough material for full 
enough side draperies, have only a 
swag across the top or a valance, 

There are several ways of making 
pretty curtains with less material— 
or with simple inexpensive fabrics 
for the windows that simply must 
have lots of yardage. 

First, the question of curtains 
that can be made without using 
much material. Those will be sill 
length to begin with, and they can 
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be sash-type curtains, either double 
or single. Double-sash curtains en- 
able you to control the light from 
either top or bottom and can be 
used without side draperies and 
with or without a valance across 
the top. 

Single-sash curtains for the lower 
pane are pretty for many informal 
rooms and are practical in coms 
bination with top-to-sill length side 
curtains made on rings to swish 
back and forth. Besides their 
charm, sash curtains have the asset 
—they can be made out of worn-out 
long curtains, for most curtains get 
their wear on one spot, and when 
this bad part is cut off, there is stilt 
enough material left for sash 
curtains. 

Many windows look a little plain 
without any top or side finish, but 
you would be surprised how much 
effect can be had from an interest- 
ing swag or valance. A perfectly 
straight length of fabric looped 
over rings or brackets at each top 
corner of the window and falling 
only 12 or 18 inches down the sides 
often looks very smart. 

A gathered valance gives a gay 
finish to certain windows, Many 
odd pieces of fabric from the rem- 
nant counter or fabrics that have 
seen their best day in slip covers, 
still have plenty of life left for 
valances where there is no stress 
or strain. 

If your windows demand fuil- 
length full-cut swooping curtains, 
make these of an inexpensive ma- 
terial. Rows of wide tucks across 
the bottom or interesting braids or 
fringe, which you can still find 
here and there, will finish them off,

Alberta Better 
Without Bank, 
Member States 


The Province of Alberta is 
better off today without a bank 
charter than it would be with 
one, James Walker, Independent 
party leader, stated in the Legis- 
lature Monday afternoon, when 
he spoke in the debate on the 
budget for the fiscal year 1944-45, 
Mr. Walker was referring to Pre- 
mier Ernest Manning’s announce- 
ment made earlier in the session 
that the government intends to 
apply to Ottawa fur a provincial 
bank charter. He said, “There is 
no hope for Alberta to get a bank 
charter unless it conforms to the 
Bank Act, and comes under the 
same regulations as any other 
bank.” 

Later, Mr. Walker said, “It (the 
province) is already running a 
bank. It does the same kind of 
banking that any other bank does, 
and it has extra privileges. 


“The banks cannot take a mort- 
gage on their loans, but the treas- 
ury branches can do that. I have 
a list of names, which covers 42 
pages, of mortgages and liens that 
have been taken by the treasury 
branches, This government has 
complained about the banks, loan 
companies, and other big business 
concerns who demanded payment 
for the money loaned and for fore- 
closure proceedings to force their 
demands, 

“What I want to know is what 
steps the government intends to 
take when it gets to the point 
that people cannot repay the 
amounts they have borrowed,” 

said Mr. Walker. 


“Does the government intend to 
cancel the debt and write it off the 
books, or will it do as any other 
institution does, and force peopie 
who have given security to pay for 
what they have borrowed?” 

“The government has always 
complained about the high inter- 
est rates charged by banks and 
companies, but it is charging the 
same rate of interest as other insti- 
tutions, and losing about $400,000 
a year. 

He stated that the treasury 
branches have already cost A\l- 
berta taxpayers nearly $2,000,000 to 
date. 

Karly in his address, Mr. Walker 
said that of 17 different govern- 
ment departments, all but three are 
aasking for an increase in expendi- 
ture, 


ESTIMATED REVENUE 

“While the estimated revenue Is 
greater than any estimated revenue 
in the past, the government esti- 
mates an overall deficit of $838,- 
956.41,” he stated, “notwithstanding 
the fact that no provision has been 
made for paying any principal on 
any of our indebtedness. To draw 
up an estimate showing a loss of 
$838,956 without paying debts and 
only a small amount for building 
some permanent project is very bad 


and they are listed on the market at 
95 cents on the dollar. “What do 
you think Alberta perpetual bonds 
would bring?” he asked. 

Directing his attention to the 
Social Credit board and the govern- 
ment treasury branches, Mr. 
Walker said: “The Socail Credit 
board, as far as I can see, is used 
to spread political propaganda. Its 
expenditure for the year has been 
estimated at $1,130 more than last 
year, The increase is caused by 
advances in wages, and $370 for 
printing, stationery, telegrams and 
telephones. 

“T note we still have our $6,000 a 
year adviser at the head of this 
board, I challenge anyone to show 
me where he has benefitted Al- 
berta one dollar since he started to 
work.” 


ON BONUSES 


Referring to the treasury branch 
bonuses, Mr. Walker told the Leg- 
islature that he had said some years 
ago that bonuses, which were to be 
regarded as a continued liability, 
would some day hatch into dollars 
and would have to be paid. 

“Last year $320,000 was appropri- 
ated to cover up this amount. It 
has not been large enough, and 
now another $92,000 are in the es- 
timates to complete payments, 

“In other words, $410,000 has been 
expended for vothing, as it was 
brought out in the investigation of 
the treasury branches last year that 
every manufacturer in Alberta 
could sell more than twice the 
goods they were producing.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Walker said, 
“There is no honor in showing a 
few million dollars per year profit 
on our operations, and piling up a 
reserve until our accumulated sur- 
plus is shown in our public ac- 
counts for last year at $11,879,251 
together with a sinking fund of $15,- 
358,060 and not make some deal for 
the refunding of our debts.”

come,” said Mr. Walker.) 
4. Not enough provision made 


for research work. ("If there is as 
much oil in the tar sands of Atha- 
basca as the government claims, we 
are wasting our time and money if 
we do not find a way of extracting | 
it.”) 

5. There is no provision made for 
the refunding of our debt, which is | 
necessary for the re-establishment 
of confidence in Alberta. 


“Since this government went 
into office, it has received on 
income the sum of $173,647,121, 
not counting ‘the present year,” 
Mr. Walker declared, “What have 
we to show for this vast amount 
of money? If we add to our pres- | 
ent debt the amount of the un- 
paid interest we would be con- 
siderably farther in debt than 
when this government took office. 
“This amount of money should 
have been enough to have met all 


our current obligations, and placed |

Of Early War Activities 


In Ferrying Army Planes 


Expressing great appreciation “For the invaluable aid 
given us by you and your countryinen,” Brig. General D. V. 
Gaffney, commanding general of the Alaskan Wing, United 
States Army, Air Transport Command, told the story of the 
history of the Air Transport Command to the Kiwanis Club 


meeting Monday noon at the Macdonald hotel. 


the command came of age almost 
overnight with Pearl Harbor. 
“There was more to be done 
than ferrying planes to take-off | 
points within the Continental 

United States, which had been 
the original mission of the Ferry- 

ing Command, he said. 

“Before long, the command could 
say that it had flown more ton- 
mileage in one month than was 
flown by all the domestic airlines 
of the country during 1941, biggest 
year of their peacetime operation 

“Men and material had to be 
gotten places in a hurry and the 
job of doing it fell to the ATC and 
its Navy counterpart, the Naval, 
Air Transport Service.” 

The Air Transport Command is 
now fighting its first war, improvis- 
ing as it goes along. Yet today, the 
Command's military personnel 
alone approaches six figures.

While civilian airlines aim at 
safety, comfort and maintenance of 
schedules, in that order, he con- 
tinued, the Air Transport Command 
places its greatest emphasis on 
safety, with maintenance of sched- 
ules in second place. But comfort 
is out, he said. 

Proof of the excellent safety re- 
cord of the ATC is in the fact that 
“During the four months ended 
Jan, 31, 1943, the ATC flew more 
than 4,000,000 miles in Africa and 
carried 21,300 passengers tvithout 
injury to a passenger or loss of a 
plane.

Officer Expresses Appreciation for Canadian Aid 


Red Cross 
Fund Drive 
Commences 


Members of city service clubs 
and business and industrial lead- 
ers gathered for breakfast Mon- 
day morning st the Macdonald 
hotel to launch the opening of the 
1944 ten million dollar national 
Red Cross campaign. 

Pointing out that 37 cenis of 
every dollar contributed goes for 
the specific purpose of supplying 
Red Cross parcels of food for pris- 
oners of war, Robert Muir, sec- 
retary-manager of the Edmonton 
branch of the Canadian Red Cross, 
said that 100,000 parcels of food are 
going overseas every week. 

It is expected that during 1944 
that number will be increased by 
30,000, to take care of the prisoners 
of war of the Allies. Another 30,000 
Mr. Muir continued, will be requir- 
ed if and when the Japanese gov- 
ernment permits the sending of 
parcels to soldiers interned in Japa- 
hese prisoner-of-war camps. 


These parcels, it was stated, 
actually mean the difference be- 
tween life and a slow agonizing 
death for the boys. They contain 
11 pounds of carefully selected 
foodstuffs, 


Mr. Muir reviewed the various 
services of the Canadian Red Cross. 
Among these are obtaining vast 
amounts of human blood and 
supplying it to the wounded, From 
the 2,000 donations a week of two 
years ago, donations have been 
stepped up to 20,000 a week. 


The meeting was told that no 
matter how much was given, it was 
not enough. 


MANY JOBS DONE 


The Red Cross, Mr. Muir went on, 
is doing an innumerable number of 
jobs for an innumerable number of 
individuals and every contribution 
serves every individual in some 
way. 

RED CROSS SERVICES 

Other services of the Red Cross 
are taking care of thé sick and 
wounded in hospitals; the distribut- 
jon of woollens such as socks and 
sweaters, for soldiers and civilian 
victims of bombing and destruct- 
jon; food, and assistance for all 
those who need help, knowing “no 
boundaries only urgency and need.” 

Mr. Muir said that about 100 
men from this district are prison- 
ers of war now and depend upon 
the Red Cross for existence. 

He urged that Canadians con- 
tribute to the Red Cross on a per- 
sonal basis, giving for every boy 
they know who may benefit from 
the Red Cross. 

Among other ,speakers at the 
head table were Reg. T. Rose and 
John Dower, chairman of the 
Northern Section of the Alberta 
Campaign Committee. 

Mr. Dower said that in 1943 “we 
received 50 cents per capita more 
in Edmonton than the national av- 
erage.” 

Campaign kits were distributed 
to various group leaders and in- 

structions were given as to details 
of the campaign. 

Prior to making his address, 
Mr.’ Muir announced receipt of 
the first contribution to the cam- 
peign, a $500 check from the In- 
nisfree branch of the Canadian 
Red Cross,

Sacro-iliac injuries are capable of 
causing much pain and soreness in 
the region of the lower back In 
severe injuries the pain is so ex- 
treme the patient is helpless in bed 
and may be laid up anywhere from 
several days to several weeks. 
Milder injuries may allow the pa- 
tient to remain on his feet, but he 
will complain that the movements 
of sitting, rising from a chair, or 
getting out of bed, cause pain. 

Those who are familiar with an- 
atomy will recall that the sacrum 
is a bone of triangular shape which 
forms the base of the spine. On 
either side it is joined to a bone 
called the ilium, and these two 
joint where the sacrum meets the 
ilia are called the sacri-iliac joits, 

One of these joints is sometimes 
injured during a fall, during heavy 


cause of the joint being twisted in 


ping movement. This is called a 
sacro-iliac slip or displacement. 
When the patient describes it, he} 
says “The sacro-iliac comes out.” 

In some cases, no actual slip oc- 
curs but the part sustains an injury 
called a sprain, In those patients 
having a tendency to rheumatism 
or arthritis, the injury around the 
sacro-illac may cause rheumatic 
toxins to be deposited, with a re- 
sulting soreness. 

Patients having once experienced 
a sacro-iliac injury commonly re- 
port that the affected joint con- 
tinues to be tender even after they 
are supposedly recovered. They 
also report that the pain is likely to 
become worse in cold weather and 
on cold winter mornings they may 
awaken with so much discomfort in 
the lower back that they find it 
hard to get out of bed. 

Apparently is these cases the in- 
jured joint remains in a weakened 
condition and there is a strong pos- 
sibility that stumbling or falling 
will bring on a return of the trou- 
ble. Such patients therefore learn 
to be careful as they walk in an 
effort to avoid falling. 

The first work done in correct- 
ing true sacro-iliac slips was. done 
by the Osteopaths, who worked out 
4a manipulative treatment which is 
often successful in returning to 
normal position the part which has 
slipped out of place. As a general 
rule, it is advantageous to secure a 
manipulative treatment of this kind 
as soon as possible after the injury 
takes place. After the treatment it 
may be a good plan to strap up the 
area with adhesive tape. The appli- 
cation of heat usually provides a| 
measure of relief from the pain and | 
discomfort, |

Chinese Women 
Are Fearless 


Ai-ling was a lovely young Chi- 
nese girl when the first clash on 
Marco Polo bridge signalled the 
Sino-Japanese war. Now she is a 
member of a fierce guerrilla force, 
acting as a decoy, leading the 
enemy where they can be destroyed 
by her fearless comrades. 


With the outbreak of hostilities 


in 1937, Chinese women buckled on 
the armor of their country and 
went to war with their men. Under 
the direction of China’s First Lady, 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek, women's 
activities were organized by the 
Women’s Advisory Council of the 
New Life Movement Association, 
Members of this movement were 
responsible for ihe evacuation of 
some 30,000 women in Hankow 
when the Japanese attack upon that 
city was imminent. Their work 
didn't stop there, however, for they 


took it upon themselves to find 
new occupations for these 30,000 
women,

Although many Chinese women 
have actually fought in the battle 
lines, their work has more often 
been thai of service to the men’s 
army units. The Committee on 
Service in War Areas under Mme 
Chiang’s Women’s Advisory Coun- 
cil sends women through a short 
training course for practical work 
in war areas, After completing the 
course, the women go right up to 
the front line positions, and some- 
times even behind the enemy lines 
where their job consists of mobiliz- 
ing the village women for active | 
service and securing co-operation 
between the army and the people. 

From the first day of war, nurs- 
ing, bandage making and even 
political propaganda units to work 
with the army have been organized. 
Notable, too, has been the work of 
the Chinese nurses. Chinese 
women, in addition to these various 
war jobs, have undertaken the 
teaching 
aud are helping to spread the doc- 
trine of democracy amongst their 
people, 

Word was received recently in 
Chungking, the present capital of 
free China, that many co-eds in the 
University town of Chengtu and 
in other towns of Szechwan provy- | 
ince have applied to the military 
authorities for permission to join 
the army. Up to the present time, 
more than 3,000 students of both 
sexes in Szechwan have volun- 
teered. This current “Join-the- 
Army-Movement” there and in 
many other parts of the country, 
shows the new temper developing 
among the thinking people of 
China, and indicates that the 
students want to play a part in the 
final phase of the war which they 
believe is fast approaching.

By MARGARET ECKER 
LONDON, Feb. 28.—(CP)—Back 
1915, the Marchioness of Lon- 
donderry rounded up her Mayfair 
friends, put them in rough khaki 
uniforms and formed the Women's 
Legion, as the world’s first women's 
army corps. 

This group which mothered the 
present British A.T.S., W.A.A.F., 
and W.R.N.S., which in turn in- 
spired the Canadian and American 
women's services, is still going 


| strong. 


In the big house in fashionable 
Belgravia that is headquarters, 
Lady this and that, Countesses, 
Marchioness, along with the Mrs. 
Jones, and Mrs. Smiths, pound at 
typewriters and butter miles of 
bread for sandwiches. 

Their biggest job at present is 
providing hot drinks and snacks 
for the hard-working dockers along 
the miles of London's windy docks. 
The Legion operates more than 30 
canteens, provided through dona- 
tion from Canada, United States 
and South America. 


EAST END 

If you could drive through Lon- 
don’s East End, you could see why 
the mobile canteens mean a lot to 
lusty men of the docks. 
Miles of tenements where these 
men once lived are bomb and fire- 
gutted and their families have been 
evacuated to suburbs far from 
where the men work. It’s healthier 
for the children, but the head of 
the house has to leave home be- 
fore 5 a.m. to get to work. By mid- 
morning he's ready for a cup of 
tea, a sandwich and piece of cake. 
The men buy these things at 112 
cents each, 


There's no breakfast in bed for | 


the Legion ladies who provide 
these snacks for the men. The 
workers arrive at the dock head- 
quarters kitchens at 8:30 a.m. in 
order to have the food and drinks 
ready to load into the canteens to 
start the rounds at 10 a.m.

Are Approved 


Under terms of charter amend- 
ments given approval Monday 
morning by the municipal law 
committee of the Legislature, the 
city of Wetaskiwin in future will 
elect its mayor for a two year 
term, commencing with the term 
of the next mayor to be elected. 

Wetaskiwin placed several char- 
ter amendments before the com- 
mittee for approval, one of them 
to allow its council to pay a sal- 
ary of not more than $600 a year to 
the mayor, and to increase the pay 
of aldermen from $3 to $5 a meet- 
ing, provided the number of meet- 
ings paid for does not exceed 25 in 
any one year. The charter also pro- 
vides for a change in the munici- 
pal government system of the city, 
providing for the appointment or 
election of two commissioners, one 
of whom may be the mayor,
